provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (N.H. RSA 33.1 et seq as amended) 
and to authorize the Selectmen to issued and negotiate such bonds or notes 
and to determine the rate of interest thereon, and to take such other actions as 
may be necessary to effect the issuance, negotiation, sale and delivery of such 
bonds or notes as shall be in the best interest of the Town, and to allow the 
Selectmen to expend such monies as become available from the Federal 
Government under the Financial Assistance Program of the Construction 
Grants section of the Federal Water Pollution Act, as amended (ee U.S.C. & 
1251 et seq) and pass any vote relating thereto. 
Voted on by ballot. Result: Yes 420 No 33 


Article 11: To see if the Town will adopt the provisions of R.S.A. Chapter 140-1 
relating to the construction and maintenance of all main drains or common 
sewers, sewage and/or waste treatment works which are adjudged necessary 
for the public convenience, health or welfare. 

It was a vote in the affirmative. 


Article 12: To see if the Town will adopt a cooperative agreement with the 
Village of Bellows Falls, Vermont for the construction, maintenance and 
operation of a single sewage and waste disposal facility to serve both 
municipalities under the provisions of R.S.A. Chapter 149-J, New Hampshire 
Interstate Sewage and Waste Facilities Compact. 

Voted to do so. 


Article 13: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 

$653,441.00 for the support of Town Poor, for Town Libraries, to build and 

repair bridges and highways, and for such other expenses as may accrue. 
It was voted to raise the sum of $653,441.00 


Article 14: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to 
raise money on notes of the Town for current expenses in anticipation of taxes. 
Voted in the affirmative. 


Article 15: To see if the Town will vote to accept such funds and bequests as 
have been left to it during the year. 
Voted in the affirmative. 


Article 16: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to 
transfer tax liens and convey property acquired by the Town by Tax Collector 
Deed, by public auction (or Advertised bid), or in such other manner as 
determined by the Board of Selectmen as justice may require. 

It was voted in the affirmative. 


Article 17: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to 
apply for, accept, and expend monies from the State, Federal, or other 
governmental units, or private source, which becomes availab!e during the 
year in accordance with the provisions set forth in R.S.A.

Article 18: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$18,000.00 to secure the services of Home Health Care and Community 
Services, for the period of 1985 for the health and welfare of the residents of the 
Town of Walpole.

It was voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $18,000.00, by ashow of 
hands.

$40,000.00 to purchase a new truck and the necessary plow and wing 
attachments, for the use by the Highway Department and to authorize the 
withdrawal of $30,000.00 for this purpose from the Federal Revenue Sharing 
Fund.

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $672,374.00 for 
support of Town Poor, for Town Libraries, to build and repair bridges and 
highways, and for such other expenses as may accrue. 


Article 3: 
To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to raise money 
on notes of the Town for current expenses in anticipation of taxes. 


Article 4: 
To see if the Town will vote to accept such funds and bequests as have been 
left to it during the year.

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to transfer tax 
liens and convey property acquired by the Town by Tax Collector Deed, by 
public auction (or advertised bid), or in such other manner as determined by 
the Board of Selectmen as justice may require.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES — 1985 - 


The trustees were pleased to receive a grant of $1000.00 from the Ira S. and 
Gertrude S. Hubbard Fund of the New Hampshire Charitable Fund for the 
purchase of reference materials. The use of reference materials has increased 
steadily during the past two years and the materials purchased with this 
generous grant will be a welcome addition to our reference collection. 


In 1985, circulation of all materials increased at the North Walpole Library. 
We were pleased to see a significant increase in the circulation of juvenile 
fiction. 


At the Bridge Memorial Library circulation of fiction and non-fiction 
decreased slightly. However, as was stated earlier, there has been a steday 
increase in the use of reference materials in the library. 


The Friends of the Library has sponsored many programs at the library.

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REPORT OF THE WALPQLE.CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


Conservation Award : 

Your Commission lost the services of a valued, long-time member when it 
accepted the resignation of Charles Philbrook. He has been very active in, and 
has taken a leadership role in all the Commission’s major projects for the past 
twelve years. In recognition of his outstanding service, Paul McGuirk, 
Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, presented him with a silver bowl 
engraved as follows: 

“Walpole Conservation Commission IX ETE 
Charles Philbrook 

Twelve Years of Dedicated Service 
September 16, 1985” 


We will miss Charlie’s dedication and ability to get a job done. 


Soil Erosion 
The protection against soil erosion which was constructed along the banks 
of the Mill Pond, abutting the R.N. Johnson cornfield on the northewest side of 
the pond, has been effective and the erosion in this area appears now to be 
eliminated. 


Protection of Water Resources 

The State Conservation Commissions and the Water Resources Board have 
encouraged conservation commissions of the various towns in the state to 
give increased emphasis to an understanding and protection of water 
resources. In response to the state’s emphasis on ground water protection, 
your Commission has begun a project utilizing a copy of the Walpole zoning 
map to show the location of wetlands and ground water areas. When this is 
completed, itis planned to include thereon, sources of possible contamination 
to help identify trouble areas before problems arise. In conjunction with this 
project, we have obtained a set of color slides produced from an aerial survey 
of the town by the Soil Conservation Service. Members of the Commission 
have also attended forums and seminars conducted by both federal and state 
agencies dealing with ground water protection. There is still much to be done 
in this area and this is a continuing project. 


Forest Management 

Weeding and thinning in Town forest areas has been continued through the 
year. From ihe Hooper woodland area located east of the County Road, we 
have harvested and sold ninety-three tons of poplar logs for pulp, fifteen 
thousand board feet of white pine logs, and the weeding and thinning is 
continuing. It is estimated that there will be another twenty cords of firewood 
and approximately two thousand board feet of low grade hardwood to be 
weeded out. We hope to complete the improvement of this area before the end 
of February. 


River Frontage 
Preliminary investigation of the river frontage owned by the state suggests it 
may be feasible to construct a launch-site for canoes along parts of the river 
north of the Westminster Bridge. Since there already is some parking space 
available at the bridge end, it may be that some trail improvement to the launch 
site is all that will be necessary. This is a continuing project. 


Town Forest Planning 

Your Commission has determined that it would be beneficial to take partina 
USDA progam for managing the Town’s forests. Accordingly, we have applied 
for the Town woodlands to be included in their cost-sharing program which 
amounts to two dollars per acre. Our estimate is that the total cost will be about 
three dollars per acre, which would indicate the Town’s cost at one dollar per 
acre for the compietion of this work. With the completion of the survey of the 
woodlands and their recommendations for management procedures, we will 
have a written outline of recommended programs for each of the Town's

Effective July 1, 1985, the Board of Selectmen accepted, with regret, the 
resignation of Thomas Baldwin as the Town’s Chief of Police. Roger Clark was 
appointed Acting Chief and his report follows. 


From July 1, 1985 to December 31, 1985 

In six months time this department has responded to three hundred and two 
calls, plus patrol time and running of radar. Calls responded to: Burglar 
Alarms-37; Domestic Disputes-23; Suspicious Cars or Persons-52; 
Disturbances-26; Breaking and Entering (either attempted or committed)-5; 
Vandalism-6; Off-Highway Recreational Vehicie Complaints-3; Animal 
Complaints-14; Fire Calls-13; Accidents-27; and Ambulance Calls-15. Plus 
other calls such as Motorist Assist, Investigations and other Miscellaneous 
items. We have increased patrolling which increases our visibility and is a 
deterrent to crimes in our community. 


We have increased our personnel to five officers. Three of these officers, at 
the time of this report, are undergoing N.H. Police Standards and Training for 
officer certification. During the coming year we will be undergoing extensive 
departmental weapons training. The three new officers will also be receiving 
training for Radar Certification, to up-grade the department. 

We have purchased four new revolvers plus equipment to outfit the new 
personnel. There is quite a lot of equipment that needs to be repaired or 
replaced - one of these being a new light bar for the cruiser.

REPORT OF THE FIRE CHIEF 


Dear Sirs: 

My first year as Fire Chief has come to a close. At this time | would like to 
thank George Hurlburt, Sr. for all the help he has given me and the department 
for the last 22 years under his leadership. He has made my job alot easier with 
the solid foundation he has built into the department. 


We had a fairly busy year. We answered 73 calls, 11 chimney fires, 9 rescue, 9 
structure, 7 alarms, 3 auto, 2 accidents, 5 misc., and 27 mutual aid calls. We 
received mutual aid 10 times this year. The 9structure calls are grouped by me 
as any structure receiving damage by fire extension, or overhaul performed by 
firefighters. We had a number of close fires this year. The members did an 
excellent job of getting to the seat of the fire before a lot of damage was done. 
This shows where training and dedication are so important to the fire service. 
We are down in manpower slightly, we do have four openings in the 
department. If anyone is interested in joining the department contact any 
fireman or we are at the fire station most every Sunday morning. 


The Apple computer bought at last year’s district meeting has just about 
been finalized with the numbering system. The firemen are now distributing 
the house numbers, with the help of the Walpole Ambulance Service. 


We have used some of last year’s training funds to purchase part of the 
Firehouse Video Training Series. 


| see no major purchases this year other than standard rotation of 
equipment. (4” hose, Nomex coats, handlights, boots etc.) 


We had some men participate in training at Springfield, VT. We have 
scheduled weekend training sessions on L.P. gas and auto extrication for this 
coming year. 


Two firefighters participated in the major forest fires in California. They | 
were gone for ten days. The two firefighters were Captain Peter Smith and 
myself. 


| would like to see the Commissioners pursue the new fire station. We havea 
vehicle that is parked outside in the yard because of no room inside the fire 
station. We still have a parking and traffic problem in front of the station. Our 
fire alarm has been malfunctioning. | propose we install a new system to warn 
traffic out front. | also feel the Commissioners should appoint a committee to 
start planning for the 1969 pumper replacement. Our rescue truck is also close 
to being worn out. This truck responds on all calls as it carries most of our 
tools, air and electricity. It is also heavily overloaded. 


We have received amazing cooperation between the Fire Department and 
the Police Department. It seems nice to be able to suggest ideas back and forth 
‘and work together with no animosity. 


My only disappointment of the year was not being named Fire Warden for 
the Town of Walpole by the Selectmen, as | was highly recommended by the 
State Forestry Department.

HOOPER INSTITUTE REPORT 
For the 1985 Town Report 


The major focus of Hooper Institute activities during 1985 were its 
educational programs. These reached the children of Walpole and North 
Walpole through school and community programs. 


The Connecticut River Watershed was the focus of several weeks study in 
the schools. Students learned about the natural and man-made features of the 
valley by examining topographic maps of the region. A study of rocks and 
minerals of the local bedrock plus the scourge of glaciers gave students an 
appreciation of Walpole’s foundations. 


We also looked at the human history of the watershed: agricultural heritage 
and the rise of mills. We focused briefly on bridges, boats, dams, canals and 
the colorful era of log drives. Classes took field trips to local points of interest. 
The sixth grade experienced the river first hand with a two day canoe trip on 
the Connecticut. 


During the winter, other classes studied animal tracks as well as animal 
adaptations to winter. Tree identification, starting seeds, transplanting 
seedlings, tree flowers and terrariums were projects related to botany. 


Children learned how to build a bluebird house and set up a birdfeeding 
station. Many classes chose to study life in a pond, as well as the concept of 
foodchains. Children took nature walks on snowshoe and foot in every season. 
In the fall, students looked at seeds and how they travel, evergreens and 
conifers. Some classes looked farther afield with a unit on oceanography. 


For the fourth year, fourth graders participated in the Farm and Forest 
Project sponsored by the Hooper Institute. We learned about agricultural 
livelihoods by visiting a sheep farm, sugarhouse, sawmill, greenhouse, 
produce farm, beekeeper, chicken farm and a dairy. We learned how wool is 
processed by washing, spinning and dyeing it ourselves. The youngsters 
narrated a slide show for parents which described their experiences. 


The Hooper Institute opened a small Farm and Forest Museum in its building 
this fall. With extensive help from the Walpole Historical Society, the displays 
include tools of the hay and grain harvest, plus the tools needed to raise a 
colonial barn. A slide show depicting life during a colonial farm year is offerea 
as a pre-trip lesson to any school groups who come. 


The Hooper Institute sponsored an afterschool club week!y during the 
school year. We explored different locales in Walpole. Boy Scouts completed 
service projects under the guidance of Hooper. 

The Hooper Institute sponsored a short summer program. The popular 
Junior Naturalists Club met several times to explore the fields, forest and 
pondlife near Hooper. 


Thanks to everyone who helped the Hooper Institute have a fine year.

Between July 1984 and June 1985, we experienced more forest fires 
throughout our state than in any year in the last 50. Two of the leading causes 
of the 1,605 fires were children and fires kindled without written permission of 
a Forest Fire Warden. Both causes are preventable, but only with YOUR help. 


Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest fire prevention. 
Contact your Forest Fire Warden for more information. 


Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulations is the responsibility of 
State Foretry officials. Our state has excellent timber harvest regulations; 
however, your assistance is needed. 

If you Know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber harvest law 
may be violated, call your Forest Fire Warden. 

lf you own forest land, you will become responsible for the timber tax 
payment starting April 1, 1986. This is achange in the Timber Tax Law that will 


impact all forest landowners. Contact your Board of Selectmen for timber tax 
forms.
